2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of claims 10-15 is the inclusion of the limitations of a 
continuous stream ink jet printhead that includes actuator means disposed on an 
opposite side of the cavity to the wall for vibrating the ink in the cavity such that each 
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said jet breaks up into ink droplets, a standing wave being present in the ink in the 
cavity during operation of the generator; and the cavity having a cross-sectional area 
which varies along the length in a manner so as to tailor a form of the standing wave in 
the cavity such that each said jet breaks up into the ink droplets at a respective 
predetermined distance from the wall of the cavity. It is these limitations found in the 
claims, as they are claimed in the combination of, which has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 6-1 8 is the inclusion of the 
method steps of a continuous stream ink jet printhead that includes vibrating the ink in 
the cavity such that each said jet breaks up into ink droplets, a standing wave being 
present in the ink in the cavity during operation of the generator; and varying the cross 
sectional area of the cavity along the length to tailor a form of the standing wave in the 
cavity such that each said jet breaks up into the ink droplets at a respective 
predetermined distance from said wall of the cavity; and permitting parameters of the 
operation of the generator to stray such that the cavity operates over a range extending 
substantially all the way between two successive resonances along the length of the 
cavity. It is these steps found in the claims, as they are claimed in the combination of, 
which has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record that makes 
these claims allowable over the prior art.
